Operators Lose—Price 


Expected to Touch $1 a Bushel. 


Three rural speculators, Oscar Lamy, 
William T. Hill and Harry Oaks of 
Bluff City, III., have made nearly $100,- 
000 on the Merchants’ Exchange on 
their holdings of corn. 

This profit, the biggest of any report- 
ed in corn in the St. Louis market this 
season, is expected to be greatly in- 
creased with the continued rise of corn 
prices. Traders who have watched tha 
advance from 57 cents a bushel, early 
in June, to 77 cents, predict that it wil 
go to $1 a bushel. 

The long continued drouth in the Cen- 
tral Western corn belt is the reason 
for the rise in prices, with its attend- 
ant profit to ‘bull’ operators. Not 
more than a half crop is expected in 
Missouri, and Illinois and Kansas have 
also been hard hit. 

While the three out-of-town meu, 
working together, have won a comfort- 
able fortune, a number of the best- 
known St. Louis grain men have been 
„pbumped' by getting on the wrong side 
of the market. 

T. E. Price, Dennis J. Canty and in- 
terests identified with William Lanyon, 
the millionaire mine owner, who Were 
caught ‘“short’’ of corn, have been 
ferced to cover their contracts at heavy 
losses. , 

Lamy, Hill and Oaks have been long 
of the market, (that is to say buying 
cern for the rise) since last May, at 
which time the May and September op- 
tions were selling around 50 cents a 
bushel. The May option, which expired 
May 31, sold up to 69 cents a bushel. 

Higher Than in Chicago. 

Corn for delivery in September, as 
represented by the September option 
prices, is selling at 74 cents a bushel on 
the local exchange. This is more than 


ene cent a bushel over the quotations 
for the same option on the Chicago 
Board of Trade. 

St. Louis commission merchants say 
they expected a bumper crop of corn 
up to a month ago. A year ago the to- 
tal yield in the United States was 3,125,- 
000,000 bushels, of which about one-fifth 
was produced in Missouri, Iowa, Illinois, 
Kansas, Nebraska and Oklahoma. The 
Government crop report, as of July 1. 
indicated a total production for this year 
amounting to 2,900,000,000 bushels. 

The condition of 86 per cent of a per- 
fect crop at that time, however, was re- 
duced to 75 by the Government’s Au- 
gust report issued Aug. 8, and since 
then the crop is reported to have dete- 
riorated materially. . 

T. E. Price admitted that he had been 
selling corn for a decline, between May 
1 and July 15, but that he had switched 
to the long side of the market three 
weeks ago. 

“I covered my short contracts at a 
loss of $30,000,” said Price. 1 have 
made back about $20,000 buying for the 
rise and am confident now that corn 
prices will go much higher before 
Sept. 1.“ . 8 

Dennis J. Canty said: 

“Tt cost me a few hundred dollars to 
learn that Mr. Farmer is the wise man 
this year. No corn to speak of is 
coming in from the farms. Only à few of 
the local traders have made any money 
out of the present situation.” 

The excitement in corn trading has 
drawn a large attendance to the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange the past few days. 

That a number of speculators have 
been punished severely on the short“ 
side of corn is the general belief on the

LEPROSY NOT INCURABLE 
SAYS BRITISH PHYSICIAN 


Four Cases Recover Under Vac- 
eine Treatment, He Tells 
International Congress. 
LONDON, Aug. 12.—The closing day 
of the International Medical Congress 

saw all the sections in session. 

“Leprosy” gave rise to an interesting 
discussion in the bacteriology section. 

Major E. R. Rost of the Indian Med- 
ical Service said that after years of ax- 
perience he had reached the belief that 
leprosy in the great majority of cases 
was contracted through infected cloth- 
ing. 

He emphastzed the importance of seg- 
regation and sterilizing all clothing 
warn by lepers. 

Maj. Rost declared that the word 
‘incurable’ might he erased from the 
textbooks dealing with leprosy. 

Since he had adopted the vaecine 
treatment in 1909 he had, he said, dis- 
charged four cases as cured. At the 
present moment he had 30 cases under 
treatment by the vaccine method. 

Three cases he had treated by the old 
lepulin method showed no signs of the 
original disease and he had received 
reports from other patients treated in 
that way who were now in perfect 
health.

One of Them Says Holding the 
, Hands Out Makes Him Feel 
Like a Scarecrow. 


The traffic policemen do not like 
the new signal code. It does not 
add to the grace or effectiveness of 
their work, they say. The holding 
of beth arms at right angles with the 
body, they complain, makes them 
feel like animated scarecrows. 

“I was facing the sun this morn- 
ing and had my arms straight out 
from the shoulders to stop the east 
and west traffic, and a citizen thought 
I had been overcome by the heat,” 
said one man on Broadway. “He 
rushed over to me and wanted to 
know if a bottle of beer wouldn’t 
make me feel better. 

“This new system is hard on the 
arms, too. My muscles are already 
beginning to feel sore.” 

“The old way of waving in the direc- 
tion in which traffic should move was 
much more effective. It was graceful, 
too, and not nearly so tiresome. I 
feel like a scarecrow every time I hold 
out my arms. 

Still another one said he hopes a fly 
does not light on his nose when he has 
his arms outstretched.

American Ambassador to 
Mexico, have exchanged telegrams 
on the subject of Wilson's attitude 
on the questions between the 
United States and Mexico. The 
dispatch of President Huerta says: 
“The Mexican republic, through 
myself, thanks you for the justice 
with which you expressed yourself 
regarding the government of this 
country.“ 8 
Wilson, in acknowledging the 
telegram, expressed the belief that 
wise counsel would prevall and that 
an honorable settlement of the 
questions at issue compatible with 
the dignity of both countries 
would be reached.

The immediate effect of the Saturday 
night conference between the President 
and the committee has been the discon- 
tinuance of the daily debates on Mexico 
in the Senate. Many Republican Sen- 
ators said privately today that they did 
not approve of the attack last week by 
Senator Smith of Michigan upon the 
conduct of the State Department and 
his threat to make public a sensational 
report of conditions in Mexico. 

Senator Smith’s report, which is be- 
ing prepared, is based on the testimony 
before his subcommittee, which spent 
several months investigating American 
participation in uprisings in Mexico. 
The testimony was published months 
ago, and some of it has been reprintea 
lately in the effort to incite war senti- 
ment. 

Senator Smith Subsides. 

Senator Smith was calmer today. He 
said he would submit hie report to the 
Foreign Relations Committee Wednes- 
day, but would abide by the decision of 
the committee as to making it public. 
The committee, no doubt, will put it in 
a pigeonhole and leave the administra- 
tion unhandicapped in working out the 
solution of the Mexican problem. 

Administration officials are certain 
now that Lind’s mission to Mexico will 
be attended with success, due to the 
change in the attitude of the Huerta 


government, which has decided to ac- 


) cept Lind's mission in a more pactfic 
spirit. 

It was the intention to have Lind 
present to President Huerta, either di- 
rect or through the American charge 
d’affaires, the administration's views 
regarding the whole Mexican situation, 
but the defiant attitude of Huerta 
compelled a change. Lind was directed 
accordingly on reaching Vera Cruz to 
take no steps at this time to present 
to the Huerta government the plans 
which he had carried with him from 
Washington, but to observe conditions 
and await a more favorable opportunity 
to present a plan for peace. When this 
may be done now, in view of Huerta’s 
change of attitude, remains to be de- 
termined by Lind’s observation on the 
ground. 

There is a belief among the officials 
of the administration, based on reports 
received by the President in the last 4% 
hours, that Huerta is in a bad way for 
money, and that his necessities may 
open the way for mediation sooner than 
events of the last few days have indi- 
cated. This is one phase of the situa-

GERMAN CAPTAIN HELD

‘Considered in Military . Circles 


Case May Be Serious for the 
Kaiser's Army. 


STETTIN, Germany, Aug. 12.—The 
arrest of Capt. Stein of the Third 
Regiment of Field Artillery, on a 
charge of espionage, is considered in 
military circles likely to turn out as 
disastrous for Germany as did the 
case of Col. Alfred Red] of Austria. 

While the Third Field Artillery 
was maneuvering at Hammerstein 
yesterday the Colonel sent an appar- 
ently harmless summons to Capt. 
Stein. The Captain suspected a trap 
and immediately fled to the railroad 
station, and departed on the first 
train. A telegram sent to the next 
station brought about his arrest. 

In the case of the Austrian, Col. 
Redl, he was chief of the general 
staff of the Ninth Austrian Army 
Corps and was accused of treachery 
while exercising his functions. The 
information he was alleged to have 
sold to foreign governments was of 
such an important character that the 
German Government as well as the 
Austrian Government was forced to 
make a complete change in its mo- 
bilization plans. Redl ended his life, 
May 26, when under arrest. 


NEGRO SECRET SOCIETY'S 
RITES CANNIBALISTIC 


Periodical Human Sacrifice Con- 
sidered Necessary by Sierra 


Leone Organization. 

LONDON, Aug. 12.—A remarkable re- 
port by the Governor of Sierra Leone, a 
British colony on the west coast of Af- 
rica, on a negro secret organization en- 
titled The Human Leopard Society,” 
was issued last night. The rites are 
cannibalistic. 

Many murders having been traced to 
the society, a special ordinance was 
passed to deal with it and more than 
400 persons were arrested, nine of whom 
were convicted of murder and 10 of lesser 
offenses, in spite of the difficulty of 
getting evidence. 

“The blind belief of the natives in the 
efficacy of medicines concocted by the 
society,“ the Governor says, the fact 
that periodical human sacrifices are con- 
sidered to be necessary in order to re- 
new the efficacy of the medicines and a 
tendency on the part of some native to 
cannibalism pure and simple—all these 
causes will contribute to the survival 
of this baneful organization. It has 
held sway for many years, possibly for 
centuries, and the task of stamping it 
out will undoubtedly be one of great 
difficulty.”

13 CIRCUS EMPLOYES 
BADLY HURT IN WRECK 


Barnum & Bailey Attaches 
Taken to Omaha Hospital— 


Three Expected to Die. 

OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 12.—Thirteen per- 
sons, all employes of the Barnum & 
Bailey circus, whose train was struck 
at Richfield, Neb., by a Rock Island pas- 
senger equipment train returning from 
the Denver conclave late last night, 
were brought to the Clarkson Hospital 
in this city this morning, all suffering 
fatal or serious injuries. At the hospital 
it was stated three would die. 

A relief train took a.nufber of phy- 
sicilans from Omaha to the scene of the 
wreck early this morning. Richfield is 
without telegraph facilities and the 
serious nature of the wreck did not be- 
come known until sevetal hours after 
it occurred. 

In addition to thirteen taken to the 
local hospital, 29 other injured were 
brought to Omaha. 

The wreck occurred’ shortly after 
midnitht. The circus train was pulling 
into the siding at Richfield, but had 
not cleared the main line when the pas- 
senger train struck it. Most of those 
injured were in a Pullman car, which 
was at the rear of the train, just ahead 
of the caboose. 

The passenger train is said to Wave 
been moving with considerable speed 
and the impact derailed the passenger 
engine and two cars immdiately behind 
it and overturned the Pullman car on 
the circus train and derailed several 
cars preceding it.

Fort Gibbon, where 
Capt: Yates is stationed for two years, 
is the farthest north of United States 
army posts, just two degrees this side 
of the Arctic Circle. 

There are eight married officers at 
the post and they have their wives 
and children with them,“ Mrs. Yates 
went on to say. The quarters are of 
the same type outwardly as the frame 
houses the Government is building at 
posts in this latitude. We make them 
warmer with interlayers of paper, bur- 
lap, then wall paper or rugs over that. 
We use stoves and our usual furniture 
and the houses,are both comfortable 
and attractive. ‘Of course, we dress 
warmly out of doors. I wore this coat.“ 
and she produced a heavy, plaid, knee- 
length coat of wool, which was bought 
in Scotland. 

„A silk cap lined with fur, save for a 
space on top of the head; an entire fur 
lining made my head too warm. I wore 
short skirts or bloomers and several 
thicknesses of woolen stockings and un- 
derwear, with silk next to my skin. We 
wear moccasins out of doors exclusive- 
ly. But indoors we can wear what we 
choose. In the army, we always wear 
evening dress at a dinner party, and in 
Alaska we do not vary the custom. 

Seciety Function at 50 Below. 

“Of course, it is a little odd to arrive 
looking like a huge polar bear and to 
shed a load of fur coats, blankets, 
fgloves, boots, to stand revealed in an 
evening gown, decolette. The great 
Archdeacon Stuck, who went to the top 
of Mount McKinley, dined with us. He 
appeared in his habitual Arctic parka, 
moccasins, hood, etc. But he peeled off 
down to the silk stockings and small 
clothes, the formal costume of the En- 


glish clergy.. 

“Tt was 50 degrees below that night, 
but we were merry and warm inside the 
house. You must remember that 50 de- 
grees does not give you any greater 
sensation of cold than 20 or 30 degrees, 
You have to be very careful when you 
ere out in such weather that your nose 
or other members do not freeze,: since 
your only way of knowing is their 
changing color. 

I thought it would be interesting 
to know what a hostess shut off from 
the markets would serve in trying 
to make everything seem as nearly as 
possible like home. 

„Housekeeping presents many prob- 
lems,” Mrs. Yates explained.. “But it 
is interesting surmounting them. I 
have my own cook from St. Louis up 
there. We bought our supplies whole- 
sale as, of course, we can keep things 
as fresh in our storeroom as in the great- 
est refrigerating plant. Fish, fresh meats, 
ener and butter were easily available. 
Fresh milk is something we had to 
do without, but we got so we could 
make delicious ice cream and other 
things with condensed cream. Vege- 
tables are the most precious article. 
But we had the world's supply of 
eanned goods to draw upon which 
means everything vou could want. 
Did you know you could get canned 
corn on the cob?” 

For my part,” Mrs. Yates resumed, 
non | speaking of the climate, “the winter 
season is far preferable to summer 


a | Alaska: Tourists make a soa

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Uf course, to go there in winter you 
must expect to be frozen in with no 
escape from October to June. You are 
shut off from the world save for Ir- 
regular mails and the telegraph.

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Walkout Follows Demand For 
More Wages and Union’s - 


Recognition. 


Garment workers in twenty-two St. 
Louis shops went on strike at 10 a. m. 
Tuesday when demands they had made 
upon their employers for recognition of | 
their union and a change of wage scale 
had been ignored. 

Estimates as to the number who. quit 
work vary. The workers say more than 
600 have quit. The employers say the 
number will not exceed 200. 

The walkout was ordered by a vote 
of the Joint Board of the Cloak, Skirt 
and Ladies’ Tailors’ Union. It was 
done without disturbance. 

A meeting of the manufacturers has 
been called for 3 p. m. at the M. A. C. 
S. 8. Brill, of the Starr-Brill Garment 
Co., who will act as temporary chair- 
man of this meeting, said the employ- 
ers had expected the strike and had 
prepared for it. 


Fall Stock Is Ready. 
Since early in May, he said, they have 


bent every energy to get enough stock 
on hand to fill all the fall buying qr- 
ders and have done so. The strike will 
not seriously affect this trade, he said, 
for some time to come, at least. 

He declared that 22 of the manufac- 
turers had pledged themgelves inform- 
ally to stand pat on a refusal to grant 
the demands of the union. The closed 
shop demand, he said, is the one that 
has caused most of the trouble. 

Brill said about half of his own em- 
ployes quit work. There was no hard 
feeling between him and them, he said. 
many of them, bidding him good-by ar 
they departed. 

The principal demand of the union 
men is for straight weekly wages in- 
stead of piecework pay, according to 
Brill. The men are able to earn it 
piecework about what they are de- 
manding on the weekly scale, he said. 
but the employers didn't wish to make 
the change, as they believe it will les- 
sen the output.

“The getting of the water from the 
source of supply to the point of appli- 
cation,” says Prof. Cook, requires 
more manual labor than any other item 
of housekeeping. The water for the 
kitchen is poured into a kettle, poured 
out of the kettle into the dishpan, and 
from the dishpan out of doors. This 
makes six times the water is handled, 
and a bucket of water, containing two 
gallons, with the containing vessel, will 
weigh 20 pounds.

As far back as 1895, after being sent to repre 
sent Tammany Hall in Congress, William Sulzer 
began making a national reputation for high 
thought and elevated ideals.

The oftener he spoke as if 
he were indeed a free and independent American, 
representing a free and independent American 
constituency, the better his bosses liked it and 
the oftener they put him in places where he 
could do them the most good. 

Look at him now, when as Governor of New 
York, the bosses who made him what he is in 
politics, are showing the country what he means 
as the product of a political machine! As 
they made him what he is, they organized him 
mechanically to suit their own practice of po- 
litical piracy. He might preach as he pleased, 
but always from the beginning, the price of his 
political life was the mechanical action of the 
political puppet. 

When the political puppet, advanced from place 
to place, reaches a place so high that he thinks 
he can afford to be a man in it with a mind of 
his own, the men who made him shameful are 
always prepared with all they need to expose 
his shame. The puppet’s poor attempt at inde- 
pendence ends in his disgrace, which is all the 
greater because it seems to be shared by the high 
office he is not fit to fill. The piratical machine 
seems to triumph and to prosper in the attempt 
to fill all offices from lowest to highest with 
puppets. Still there is a net gain for honesty 
when even the poorest puppet is shamed in pre- 
tending to it.

If the portrait 
is drawn from life, one is naturally led 
to wonder what sort of American wom- 
en those are who manage to get into 
reputable English circles; for it is there 
that they are represented as appearing. 
They certainly could not get into sim- 
lar circles in their own land. It 18, in 
truth, a Übel upon cultivated English 
society to represent such persons as 
having effected an entrance into it. The 
novelists appear to felicitate themselves 
in all sincerity upon their success in re- 
producing American speech in the lan- 
guage they put in the mouths of Ameri- 
can women. In a certain sense the re- 
sult may do credit to their imaginative 
powers, but /t is a good deal of a reflec- 
tlon upon their intelligence. 

There is, however, a measurable pallia- 
tion for errors of this sort on the part 
of Englishmen. Certain of our writers 
are to some extent responsible for them; 
none more so, perhaps, than Lowell, who 
in his “Bigelow Papers” ravaged all 
New England in search of quaint words. 
quaint phrases, quaint colloquialisms, 
quaint pronunciations, and quaint gram- 
matical peculiarities, and blended them 
together in one volume of wise and wit- 
ty sayings. Collectively, however, they 
have never been used by any single man 
or in any single community. But more 
responsible than all others are probably 
the compilers of Americanisms, at least
